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SARAH POLK DEAD. 


The Widow of the Tenth President of 
the United Btates. 


* 
QUIET AND UNOSTENTATIOUS LIFE OF A 
LOVELY AND ESTIMABLE LADY, 


Her Beauty and Admirable Womanly 
Qualities— One of the Handsomest 
Women Who Ever Graced the White 
House — Obsequies of James Russell 
Lowell and George Jones. 


NAaSHVILEE, Tenn., Aug. 14.—Surrounded by 
@ few loving friends and relatives, Mrs. Sarah 
Polk, relict of James K. Polk, the tenth Pres- 
dent of the United States, departed this life 
at 7:3 oclock this morning, peacefully and 
quietly inthe full possession of her mental 
faculties. Mrs. Polk had deen in perfect 

‘health until last Wednesday evening, when, 
returning from a short drive, she was taken 
suddenly ill from which she never rallied. 
Had she lived until Sept. 4, next, she would 
have been eighteen years beyond the alloted 
time of three score and ten. The cause of 
her death was simply exhaustion resulting 
from old age. The bells throughout the city

are mournfully tolling, and sympathy and re- 
gretare heard from the masses of people as 
they gaze upon the bulletins announcing the 
demise of this honored and beloved lady, who 
spent her years among the people she loved 
so well, and who respected her as one of the 


noblest of hersex. Of course, as yet no ar- 
rangements regarding the interment have 


been decided upon. 


A QUIET LIFE. 

Mrs. Polk, since her husband’s death, had 
lived in the old ron homestead on Polk 
place. It is in the front yard of this venera- 
Die mansion that the ex-President is buried. 
She lived a quiet, unostentatious life, doing 
nothing which would attract attention to 
herself, save on the one occasion when 
she was a suitor before the Government for a 
pension as the widow of President Polk, 
which Congress voted her. History can have 
little tosay aboutthe woman whose death 
marks one more step in the passage 
of time and erects one more 
headstone, save to speak of her beauty and 
admirable womanly qualities. It will accord 
to her the distinction of having been one of 
the handsomest women who ever graced the 
White House. She was also a hospitable first 
lady and most suctessfull as an 
entertainer, possessing a charm of man- 
ner and tact which has never 
been excelled by her successors. She it was 
who established the innovation of weekly re- 
ceptions in the White House, whose cere- 
monial stateliness entailed the abolition of 
the old-time good cheer, of which refresh- 
ments and dancing formed a conspicuous 
part. 

President Polk left a very large estate at 
the time of his death, which was kept to- 
gether tolerably well until the civil war, 
when nearly everything was destroyed or 
lost. Mrs. Poik’s income kept dwindling 
cown until a half a dozen years ago, when she 
found herself well nigh penniless, dnd 
was voted the pension above mentioned. 
President Polk left one ofthe queerest wills 
that was ever left to be probated by an in 
telligemt man. Everything was given to his 


wife and at ber death to be 
turned over **to the most de 
serbing member of the family 


bearing the name of Polk, the decision to be 
made by the State Legisiature.’’ The nearest 
relative until recently was State Treasurer 
Yolk of Tennessee, to whom it was supposed 
the estate would go. It will be remembDered 
that a few years ago he became a defaulter to 
a large amount and fied the country, fnally 
dying in Mexico. His dishonesty cut him 
and his family off, and just how the mat- 
ter will be settled now is a mystery. 
There are no other deserving members of the 
family bearing the Polk name, and now that 
Mrs. Polk is dead the courts will have to de- 
cide the matter. It is not Delleved that the 
document will stand a legal test. 


Mrs. James K. Polk wag a native of Tennes- 
see, and was born at boro, thirty 
miles south of Nashville,in 1603. She was 
married at the age of 19 and passed her life 
in Tennessee, with the exceptions of brief 
visits to W during her husband's 
services in Congress, and her stay atthe 
White House while he was President. Her 
life has been an uneventful one. Simple in 
taste and habits she has halfacentury 
in Nashville, loved by ali and honored for her 
charitable works. 7

According to the officers of the 
Cloakmakers’ Union, Mr. Stein of Julius 
Stein & Co., 97 Broadway, has been trying for 
some time to persuade his employes to leave 
the union, and he wanted to emplio non- 
union men. It wastoforce him officially to 
recognize the union that union men and 
women went on strike in the sbops 
of this firm yesterday. In the 
case of Freeman Bros., 232 Canal street, 
where about 500 men were ordered on strike, 
the trouble is about a price list which the 
men say is too ld. In the shop of Benjamin 
& Caspary the cutters went on strike because

ated as Dranch prisons and must not be em-

The Attempted Suicide of Mrs. Jane 
Whiteomb in London. 


CURIOUS LETTERS WRITTEN BY HER 
DENOUNCING A FAITHFUL FRIEND. 


The Would-Be Suicide the Wife of Ex- 
State Auditor Whitcomb of Minnesota 
~—Arraigned in Court—Guicide of a 
Prominent Chicago Railroad Man—Cut 
to Pieces. 


Loxpox, Aug. 14,—Atthe Marylebone street 
Police Court to-day, Mrs. Jane Whitcomb, 
the wife of ex-State Auditor Whitcomb of 
Minnesota, was charged with having at- 
tempted to commit suicide by taking opium 
in the form of one ounce of laudanum at the 
residence of Lady Sebright, 33 Warrengton 
Crescent, Paddington, with whom she has 
been living fora long ‘time. On Wednesday 
morning Lady Sebright went to Mrs. 
Whitcomb’s room to wake her up 
and found her unconscious. She no- 
ticed the smell of laudanum, and 
hunting about found a dottle under 
Mrs. Whitcomb’s pillow. She immediately 
called the servants and shook Mrs. Whitcomb 
until the latter partly regained conscious 
ness. Then a policeman and doctor were 
called in and the latter administered an 
emetic. Five years ago Mrs. Whitcomb tried 
to commit suicide several times at Monte 
Carlo, both by drowning and poisoning. She 
is separated from her husband, whois living 
in Duluth, and is a very refined and accom- 
plished woman who moves in high circles in 
England. Lady Sebright and Mrs. Whit- 
comb are bosom friends, and for the last fow 


| years Mrs. Whitcomb has managed a farm in 


Algiers for her ladyship. Shehas lately ap- 
peared depressed on account of financial 
troubles, and has several times threatened to 
take her life. Previous totaking the poison 
of Wednesday, she wrote the following letter 
to Lady Sebright: 

A CURIOUS LETTER. 

I, dying. forbid you ever to speak in e on re- 
ligious subjects. If hey disobey me, I will return 
and hauntyou. May the meee you have so dearly 
loved, and which is the price of my life, be your 
curse. I leave you the curse ofa murdered woman, 
wane Whitcomb. 1 forbid you ever to mention my 

Lady Sebright said that the prisoner wrote 
this letter to her because she refused to lend 
her £300. The*prisoner had had no claim on 
her whatever. The BRoumantan Minister, 
who was acquainted with the defendant, was 
present to testity as to the strange way she 
had behaved recently near his house, but he 
could not speak English, and there was no 
one there to interpret what he bad to say. 

Mr. Welcom of Welcomé& Boroughs, the 
American druggistin Holbern, stated that 
he had known the prisoner for twenty years, 
and also knew her husband intimately years 
agoin America. He had recetved the follow- 
ing letter from her on Wednesday:

The Condition of the German Emperor 
Exciting the Greatest Fears in England 
—Grand Duke Alexis at Vichy—Church

Saw Francisco, Cal., Aug. 4.—A private 
letter received here from Mrs. Robert Louis 
Stevenson gives a gloomy outlook for Euro- 
peans in Samoa. Writing from Valuna, near 
Apia, under date of July 16, she says: 

Me live In constant tumult of threatened 
war and massacre of the whites. There are 
no men of war here but one German ship, 
and that don’t count, as it only makes more 
trouble. I wish our country would send usa

The news from Samoa has for some time 
indicated that a serious outbreak against 
the established Government was imminent. 
It is known that Mataafa has been restless 
ever since the restoration of Malietoa, and 
in June dispatches received via Milboura 
stated that the old chief was organizing a 
revolutionary movement at Mahe, from 
whence a descent on Apia would be made 
when the plans of the conspirators were fully 
matured.

AFFAIRS AT THE VATICAN. 


M. TOWOLSKI, THE CZAR'S DELEGATE—RE- 
LIGION IN AMERICA. 

ROME, Aug, 14.—M. Tewoilski, the delegate 
of the C to the Vatican, ia engaged at 
present in endeavoring to obtain the assent of 
the Pope to the use of the Russian language in 
various parts of the religious service of 
secondary importance, Until now, however, 
Cardinal Rampolia has been instructed to re- 
fuse this concession, as it is feared that it 
might lead to conversions to the Eastern 
Church, Another question that N 
Tewoiski is negotlating concerns the 
Armenian Oatholic community of the Cay- 
Cassus, annexed by Russia after the war of 
1876. This community had no autonomous 
Armenian Bishop and Bishopric. The Bishop 
died three years ago and the Russian Gov- 
ernment insists thatthe diocese should be 
suppressed and the community placed under 
the jurisdiction of the Russian Roman Catho- 
lic Bishop at Taraspol. The Vatican does not, 
however, show itself disposed to concede to 
these demiands. 

RELIGION IN AMERICA. 

It is now considered almost certain that the 
Pope will ere long summon to Kome a certain 
number of American prelates in order to de- 
liberate and consult with them on the vari- 
ous questions touching religion in the United 
States. 


GERMANY’S EMPEROR. 


HIS MAJESTY'S CONDITION EXCITING THE 
GREATEST FEAK IN ENGLAND. a 
London, Aug. 16. — The condition of the 
Emperor of Germany is beginning to excite 
the greatest fears here. The offictal téle- 
grams describing the injury admit that when 
he fell the Emperor William ruptured some 
of the muscles of the knee joint and dis- 
placed the Knee cap. This bulletin was 
issued on igh medical authority, and adds 
that the injuries are not calculated to give 
rise to great anxiety. This opinion, in view 
of the actual injuries, is not indorsed 
by the medical authorities here. The Knee 
was first seoured in firm bandages, which are 
now replaced by plaster of paris, and asthe 
slightest movement of the leg tends not only 
to prevent healing, but re establish the orig 
lesion, there is a strong prospect, if 
nothing worse results, that Emperor William 
will be permanently crippled. Moreover, the 
situation is greatiy compiicated by the Em- 
peror’s general condition. He is of a pervous, 
tomper, and he is now almost all the 
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and Liberal gatherings throughout the coun- 
try. This measure was intended to make it 
easy for bishops to get rid of a min- 
ister who had been guilty of a 
degrading crime.

The non- 
conformist bodies also oppose the free edu- 
cation act fora similar reason. They believe 
it gives too much authority to the clergy and 
their schools and that it would tend to 
strengthen the hold of the church upon the 
people. Meanwhile the clergy are not mact- 
ive,and preparationsare being made to carry 
om an aggressive campaign in behalf of the 
church atthe next general election, before 
which it is believed Parliament will have to 
pass the discipline bill. 
HARRINGTON AND THE IRISH CLERGY. 

A. Dublin correspondent says that the 
prelates there propose to take some action in 
view of the repeated attacks by Timothy 
Harrington on the Chureh in Ireland. Mr. 
Harrington has of late been very bitter in his 
language and has reflected upon the motives 
as well as the conduct of the Irish clergy in 
opposing Parnell. He has also denounced 
the federation as a fraud, without solid or- 
ganization, and practically maintained and 
managed by the clergy. All these and other 
similar assaults have at length provoked the 
Irish hierarchy beyond endurance and Har- 
rington will undoubtedly be called to ac- 
count, both as a punishment for his own 
rashness and a warning to others. 

RELIEF FOR WORKINGTON, 

Attention having been called to the dis- 
tressed condition of the town of Workington, 
in Cumberland, contributions are now pour- 
in to alleviate the sufferings of the people. 
The industries long silent are preparing to 
start up at an early date and work will once 
more be provided for those who remain. 
There is no doubt that some families in Work- 
ington have lost members through absolute 
starvation, although the cause of death has 
been kept quiet for the sake of the town’s 
reputation. 


THE RUSSIAN URASE. 


VIEWS OF THE GERMAN FPRESS—CONDITION OF 
KUROPEAN CROPS. 

BERLIN, Aug. 14.—The Soerson Courier says 
the Russian prohibition of rye exports will 
benefit Russia by serving her people cheap 
rye, and by raising the sprice of ber wheat 
abroad, The Courter adds that the 
German government shows no inten- 
tion of abolishing grain duties. The 
Kreuz Zeitung suggests that Germany should 
prohibit the exportation of corn. The Vossiche 
Zeitung rejects the idea that the Russian 
ukase had a political basis. The Freissinege 
Zeitung takes the same view. Both journals 
agitate against the corn duties. The St. 
Petersburg correspondent of the Kreuz Zeitung 
asserts that Russian commissioners reported 
to the Government that the rye crop was not 
so bad as had been alleged, that there was 
no distress and that prohibition of export 
was unnecessary. The Government disre- 
garded the report in order to aim a blow at 
Germany. The German Cabinet meets to- 
morrow and will discuss the effects of the 
rye ukase upon the poor, Provincial Gov- 
ernors have been ordered to report the stocks 
on hand and harvest prospects. It is assertpd 
by official organs that Russia will have'to 
rescind the ukase because of its effects upon 
her fipances. 


MUST HAVE PRECEDENCE. 
St. PRTERSBURG, Aug. I4.—A ukase has 
been issued directing the rallroad officials 
throughout the country to give precedence 
over all other trains, passenger or freight, to 
trains conveying grain supplies to the dis. 
tressed provinces. 


The grain market here still shows an up- 
ward tendency. To-day the price of rye for 
August delivery advanced marks and closed 
strong at 249 marks. September and October 
Gelivery advanced 4 marks, closing at 22 
marks, 0 pfennig. August wheat advanced 
8 marts and closed at 229 marks, 50 pfennig. 
September and October delivery closed at 225 
marks, 50 pilennig. 

THE WHEAT CROP OF FRANCE. 

Panis, Aug. 14.—The Bulletin des Halles has 
been making inquiries in regard to the wheat 
crop of France and to-day it publisheg its de- 
Guctions from the replies of a large number 
of correspondents, The result of the inves- 
tigation, the paper declares, shows that the 
wheat crop of France will not exceed 85,000, - 
000 hectoliters. To meet the normal demand 
of the country it will De necessary to import 
52,600,000 bushels of wheat. 

EUROPEAN SUGAR BERT CROP. 

LONDON, Aug. l4.—The progress of the 
European sugar beet crop is siow. The con- 
tinued wet and cold weather has seriously 
set back the development of the roots, espe- 
clally the low lying districts, although the 
jeaves are luxuriant. Even with exception 
ally fine weather in September it is doubtful 
whether the increased acreage will yield an 
increased production. The present tests are 
on a level with those of 1885, when the final 
yield was 2 per cent below the yield of 1890.

It has been alleged in many quarters that 
mares carried male foals for a noticeably 
greater length of time than they did where 
the foal was a female. From observations 
made specially as to this point, Dr. Neumann, 
a prominent veterinary surgeon of Vienna, 
Austria, is disposed to place littie reliance on 
the variation of the period of gestation as in- 
dicating sex. 1 this | gentleman 
had five brood mares under care, that 
foaled five Ales; the shortest period of 
gestation Was eleven months, seven 
days, and the longest eleven months twenty- 
seven days. The usual period is 47 days, and 
has been known to extend as long as 417 Gays. 
This current season the same mares have had 
five foals, all male; the stallions were not the 
same for each year; the period of gestation 
for this season s foals did not exceed eleven 
months. This early foaung has been ascribed 
to the mares being less worked, owing to the 
severity of the weather Guring last winter, 
but why one year al te mares should have 
female colts and the next year all of the op- 
posite sex remains & question yet to be 
decided.

INCOME TAX AND TARIFF TAX. 

The advocates of plutocratic tariff taxes 
are evidently hard up for arguments when 
they say that ‘‘the income tax strikes the 
poorer man and leaves the millionaires 
alone.’’ 

An income tax that would do this is not 
now proposed or advocated by anybody in 
this country. Weat one time hada war 
tax on all incomes exceeding $1,000, which 
did strike a great many poor men and put 
a great many poor families on shorter 
rations by taxing their scant earnings at 
the same rate as the largest millionaire in- 
comes. But nobody now proposes a Fre- 
turn to that income tax or to any other 
which would operate in the same way. 

It is obvious that a graded tax exempt- 
ing all incomes below 96, 000, and increas- 
ing the rate upon larger incomes would 
not strike any very poor men and would 
not leave the millionaires alone. It would 
relieve the latter of a great deal of the in- 
come surplus which they are unable to 
spend entertaining the nobles of Europe in 
old world capitals and society resorts. It 
would relieve them of a partof the burden 
of enormous wealth too rapidly augment- 
ing itself, and it would lift an immense 
burden of taxation from the wages of 
labor. 

The tariff tax on the other hand does 
strike the poor man every time he buys a 
dollar’s worth of clothing for his family 
or a tool to work with, and, as there are a 
hundred families living on earnings of less 
than $500 a year where there is one family 
with an income exceeding $5,000 a year, it 
is plain that a tariff on consumption takes 
a hundred dollars from the earnings of the 
very poor where it takes a single dollar 
from the incomes of the very rich. 

The sole purpose of the graded income 
tax, now proposed, is to shift part oi a 
tremenduous weight of taxation from the 
shoulders of wage earners who are least 
able to bear it, to the shoulders ot the rich, 
who can carry a much larger share of it 
without missing the money from their 
means of living and without stopping the 
continual increase of their fortunes. 


Tax course of the German Government 
in putting heavy duties on cereals, to- 
gether with the Russian ukase forbidding 
the exportation of rye, will result in a 
boom for Socialism. BEAM and LEIB- 
NICHT are not doctrinaires but practical 
politicians. They have abandoned revo- 
lutionary methods and head a parlia- 
mentary party which will not be slow to 
take advantage of the enforced suffering. 
And on the other hand the measures of re- 
lief contemplated by the government are 
rankly Socialistic in character, and will be 
only one more object lesson in paternal 
Government.

‘Still Another Bounty. 
From the New York WorLp. 

The Board of Fortifications and Ordnance 
has advised the acceptance of the bid made 
by the Bethlehem Co. for the building of 100 
high-power guns for coast defense. Accord- 
ing to the officers of the Ordance Bureau of 
the Army the same guns could be dunt at the 
Government gun factory at Watervliet for 
nearly $2,000,000 less than the lowest bid of 
the Bethlehem concern. Moreover, the 
Government shop, having been equipped at 
great expense, nearly $550,000 being appro- 
priated for it in the last fortifications bill 
alone, the guns can be built there in a very 
much shorter time than will be required by 
the private company. 

The Billion-Dollar Congress is responsible 
tor this attempt to give toa corporation a 
large donus to encourage it to set up a gun 
plant. In other words, the people are to be 
taxed to supply this concern with capital. It 
has already received pecuniary encourage- 
ment to enable it to make first-rate gun steel. 
There was some excuse for that, but there is 
none.for this last proposed bounty. 

The War Department has an option which 
it ought to exercise in favor ofeconomy. The 
guns should be built at Waterviiet.

MES CLARA BARKER FLUNGES TWO 
STORIES FROM A WINDOW. 


The Sensational Leap Made From e Win- 
dow at the Arlington Hotel This Morn- 
Not Expected to Recover—A Boy 
Did Not Km Himself. | 


Mrs. Clara Barker, a married woman of 
middle age,made a desperate and sensationa! 
attempt to take her own life this morning at 
8:300’clock by jumping out ofa third-story 
window into an enclosed court or area at 
the Arlington House, on the southwest corner 
of Seventh and Morgan streets. 

The attempted suicide was attended by 
rather peculiar circumstances and was evi- 
dently the result of some days’ deliberation 
onthe part of the woman. Last night she 
and another woman whose name 
was not known at the hotel 
engaged a room on the 
third floor stating that they intended to oc- 
cupy it forthe night. Before going to their 
room, which was No. 80, they went 
out into the street again in search 
of a barber shop, where it was under- 
stood a man they were acquainted 
with was employed. it was rather 
late in the evening when Mrs. Barker 
returned. She was alone and went to her 
room. The room looks out upon the office of 
the hotel and is very peculiarly situated, be- 
cause of the construction of the building. 
The office is up ome flight of stairs from the 
street and right in the middle of the bulld- 
ing. From the office up; clear to the 
roof, is a sort of air shaft or 
skylight, covered on the top with glass. 
The office is furnished with a desk, and sev- 
eral partitions which divide off into cloak 
rooms and soon. Around this shaft, or open- 
ing, are the windows of the various rooms 
in this part of the bulla- 
ing. The room occupied by Mrs. Barker 
was on the third foor two stories above the 
office. It was from the window of this room 
that the woman tried to make her fatal leap 
this morning. 

About 8:15 o’clock Max Richter, the son of 
the proprietor of the house, came into the 
the office and saw Mrs. Barker 
at her window, two stories above. He called 
to her and told her to be careful about closing 
the window, as there were no cords to it, 
and to let the sash drop would break 
the glass. She answered back that 
she didn’t give a whether it 
would or not. Just as the boy 
was about to reply she threw herself out of 
the window, and as she did so knocked out 
the stick which held up the sash. The sash 
fell with a shattering of glass and caught her 
dress. She hung by her skirts over the 
heaa of the frightened boy far 
a moment or two and made frantic eflorts to 
release her skirts. Then something gave way 
and she dropped allina heap across one of 
the partitions in the office and rolled from 
there to the counter and from 
the counter to the floor. The 
boy called tor his father, 
and they picked the unconscious woman up. 
After trying torevive her with water they 
gave her some whisky. It was nearly hal? an 
hour before she recovered consciousness and 
was in a condition to de sent tothe City 
Dispensary. From there she was sent to the 
City Hospital. 

Max Richter, the clerk, was seen and 
Getalled the story of the occurrence 
in substance as above. None of the 
persons connected with the hotel knew an 
thing about Mrs. Barker except that she had 
told the night clerk upon arriving that she 
intended to commit suicide by jumping into 
the river, as her home troubles had become 
unbearable. The woman who was with her 
in the early part of the evening they did not 
know, as she had never been tothe hotel 
before. 

At the City Hospital the physicians found 
that the woman had sustained a clavical 
fracture and severe internal injuries and 
they stated that her recovery was extremely 
doubtful. 


The Boy Didn’t Kill Himself 


The boy who aroused the, people of North 
St. Louls yesterday witha story of murder 
and a promise to commit suicide, was 
found this morning wandering about the 
streets near the Four Courts. His name is 
August Roehrich, and helives at 2715 North 
Twenty-first street with his parents. He is 
18 years of age and ap rs to be slightly de- 
mented. While suffering with a more than 
usually severe nervous attack yesterday he 
went to a drug store near the Water Tower 
and bought a boxofrat poison. About 8:30 
o’clock last night he cal at the residence 
of a negro named McIntosh, on Twentieth 
and Desota streets, and ed for his son, 
Jim Mcintosh. When told de was notin 
the boy wrote on a slip of paper: ‘Jim, 1 
have killed a man in North St. Louis and am 
going to kili myself. The boy seemed ex 
ceedingly neryous. His hands were covered 
with blood and his clothes weretorn. When 
Jim, the colored boy, home, he 
said he did not Know the boy who 
called and the note was given to the police. 
On tracing the lad up they learned that he 
went into Frank Mahan’s saloon, and after 
buying a glass of soda water threw some 
white powder into it and Grank the contents. 
The powder settled in the glass, and very 
little of it was swallowed by the boy. He 
ran outand when last seen he was going 
through O’Fallon Park near Florissant av- 
enue.

GUILTY OF MURDER. 


Verdict of the Jury in the Baker-Gil- 
mer Poisoning Case. : 


THE PROSECUTING ATTORNEY'S DEWUN- 
CIATION OF THE PRISONER, 


History of the Poisoner’s Plot and Its 
Tragic Sequel—A Crowded Court Room 
—Dramatic Incidents of Historic Abing- 
don’s Great Criminal Trial—Mre. Gil- 
mers Ordeal on the Witneas Stand. 


Apo! Va., Aug. 14.—The great crimt- 
nal trial ends with a vefdiet of guilty and 
Dr. John A. PF. Baker's life must pay the 
penalty for the poisoning of his wife. Never 
before in the history of this quaint old Vir- 
ginia city was the Court-room 60 jammed with 
people as it was when the jury filed in this 


morning and the foreman announced that 


they had agreed upona verdict. The clerk 
then slowly read the finding of the twelve 
men, which was, that the defendant is guilty 
of murder, as charged in the indictment. - 

Up to to-day the prisoner has evinced little 
anxiety and shown few traces of the intense 
mental strain that he must have suffered 
throughout the trial. But when the verdict 
was read to-day his face paled and his frame 
trembled¢ nervously. The verdict gives al- 
most universal satisfaction among the peo- 
ple of Abingdon. 

The trial began two weeks ago, and day 
aiter Gay the court room has been densely 
packed by the best people of the community, 
who patiently Ustened tothe details of the 
crime as they were related by the witnesses 
placed upon the stand by the State. 

It will be remembered that the wife of Dr. 
John A. F. Baker died nearly two years ago 
and at that time fit was thought that her sud 
den death was due to heart failure. Her 
husband, Dr. Baker, had her body embalmed 
before burial. It afterwards transpired that 
murder was committed. Some persons in 
house-cleaningand moving furniture about 
Pr. Baker’s house, or in some other way, 
found letters from Mrs. Gllmer which showed 
that there was acriminal intimacy between 
her and Dr. Baker, and that she and Dr. 
Baker, had plotted Mrs. Baker’s death. 

MRS. GILMER'’S STORY. 

When the matter was pressed home to Mrs. 
Gilmer she confessed that Mrs. Baker had 
been killed.

“SHOE BOX” MILLER 


An Individual of Unsavory Reputation 
Engaged to Col. Mosby’s Daughter. 


THE STARTLING DISCOVERY MADE BY 
THE YOUNG LADY’S BROTHER. 


A Domestic Drama at the National Capi- 
tal Nearly Ends in a Tragedy—The 
Count and Countess Mitkiewiez Mixed 
Up in the Scandal—Beverly Mosby In- 
vestigates Miller’s Antecedents. 


New Yoru, Aug. 4-—The Washington cor 
respondent of a morning paper telegraphs 
his paper the following story, which is 
printed to-day. 

Count Eagene Mitktewies of Washington, 
Beverly C. Mosby of Warrenton, Va., his sis- 
ter, Miss Stuart Mosby and ‘‘Shoe-box’’ Mu- 
ler of Pittsburg, Pa., are the leading charac- 
ters in a Gomestic drama enacted here, and 
which, but for the poor marksmanship of 
Mr. Mosby, would have ended in a tragedy. 
The details of the affair are full of romantic 
interest. Count Mitkiewtlez, several years 
ago, by a brilliant coup which dazzled dipio- 
matists and financiers on two conti- 
nents, secured a concession from 
the Chinese Government for the estab- 
lishment of on International bank with a cap- 
ital of $50,000,000. He represented in this 
matter arton Barker and a syndicate of 
Philadfiphia capitalists, who proposed to 
make che International Bank an institution 
second only in importamce tothe Banks of 
France and England. The scheme fell 
through for reasons which are not pertinent 
to the recital of this story. The Count, how- 
ever, was handsomely remunerated for his 
services and since that time has made his 
homein Washington, leading the lifeof a 
quiet man of leisure. Beverly Mosby belongs 
toa Virginia family which has been famous 
in the history of that commonwealth since 
colonial days. He isasop of Col. Mosby of 
the Confederate army, who represented this 
country as Consul at Canton, China, under 
the Cleveland regime, and who is now located 
in San Francisco as the attorney for the 
Southern Pacific Railroad Co. Beverly is 
about 30 years ofage. He is a bachelor, and, 
although a resident of Warrenton, has been 
absent from this locality for several years. 
His sister, Miss Stuart Mosby, is a tall, stately 
blonde, with a face rather intellectual than 
pretty and a penchant for Uterature, in 
which fieid she has done some rather clever 


work. 
MALODOROTS IN CHARACTER. 

Miller's antecedents will appear later. It 
may be said in passing that they are malodo- 
rous in character, and that they furnish the 
ground work for the dramatic scene which so 
nearly ended ina tragedy. Miller came to 
Washington about six months ago. He 
brought letters of introduction to Count Mit- 
kiewlez from a syndicate of Pittsburg capital- 
ists who have vast landed estates in Fauquier 
County, Va. The two became fast friends. 
Miller was frequently at the Count’s house. 
There be met Miss Mosby, between whom 
and the Countess Mitkiewlez an intimacy 
exists which dates from their school days. 
Miller seems to have been deeply enamoured 
of Miss Mosby, and in time an engagement of 
marriage was formed between them. Bev- 
erly Mosby returned home several weeks ago 
and was informed of his sister’s approaching 
marriage. He naturally desired to meet his 
prospective brother-in-law and look him 
over. The meeting was not satisfactory to 
Mosby, who formed a prejudice against 
Miller. He attempted to dissuade his sister 
from keeping theengagement. She objected. 
Her brother asked her what she knew of Mu- 
ler. She replied that she kKhew noth- 
ing beyond what she had seen of 
him, but that she believed him to 
be a gentieman and that she proposed mar- 
rying him. Her brother begged that she 
postpone the matter until he could visit 
Pittsburg and acquaint himself with Miller’s 
antecedents. This was agreed to, although 
the wedding day was then nearly at hand. 
Miller gave Mosby a letter of introduction to 
a friend in Pittsburg. Mosby's inquiries de- 
veloped the fact that Miller served a term of 
six years atthe Riverside (Pa.) Penitentiary 
for being implicated in a robbery at Brady’s 
Bend, on the Allegheny River, 100 miles 
above Pittsburg. An oid man and his 
wife were tortured by the gang of scoun- 
dreils until they disclosed the hiding place 
of $21,000 which they had hoarded up. Miler, 
it seems, was not one of the torturers, but 
was convicted asan accessory. He escaped 
from prisonin a packing box used in the 
transportation of prison made shoes. He 
reappeared in Oanada and returned to Pitts- 
burg, where he finished his term. 

AND A BIGAMIST, TOO. 

From the manner of his escape he gained 
the sobriquet of ‘‘Shoe-Box’’ Miller, by 
which he is still remembered. Mr. Mosby 
was also told that Miller was a bigamist,who 
had three wives living. He was further in- 
formed, however, in justification of Miller, 
that the latter had reformed and again oc- 
cupied a creditabie standing in the business 
world of the Smoky City. But this did not 
satisfy him. He did not think that a man 
with so unsavory a record should for an- 
alliance with his cultivated and well born 
sister and he immediately telegraphed her as 
follows: 

Milier is a noted crook, bigamist and scoundrel. 

The dispatch was sent to Miss Mosby at 
Warrenton, which is scarcely an hour’s ride 
from the capital. Miss Mosby was here and 
failed to receive it. Beverly Mosby returned 
the next day and encountered his sister and 
her fance on Pennsylvania avenue. He ap- 
proached the two, and covering Miller with 
indignant reproaches, struck him fully in 
the face. Miller escapedas quickly as pos- 
sible and sought the seclusion of his room at 
Chamberlain's, where he was staying. Mos- 
by, meenwhile, consulted his friends as 
to the course he ought to 

the matter. His own 

pose, as he expressed it, was to 
kill Miller, for he believed that the latter was 
deliberately plotting the ruin ofhis sister 
and he felt that inno other way could the 
disgrace of another bigamous marriage be 
prevented. He was fianally advised that 
the Detter plan would be a personal chastise- 
ment of Miller and this hadetermined to ad- 
minister at the latter’so room. He pro- 
ceeded there with a friend, only to learn that 
Miller had left the city.

WESTERN WATERWAYS. 


WHAT WILL BE DONE AT THE COMIN 
CONVENTION. : 


Some of the Most Important Subjects to 
Be Discussed—The Question ofa Broad 
ora Deep Channel—Railroad Bridges— 
The Protection of Lives. 


The interest taken inthe next meeting of 
the Western Waterways Oonvention, which 
will meet during October next, probably at 
Evansville, Ind., is attracting more interest 
and attention than has been aroused by any 
similar gathering. Especially in St. Louis is 
the desire strong to devise means dy which 
the transportation facilities offered by the 
Mississippi River can be increased. There are 
two points in particular which will be warmly 
advocated by the St. Louis delegation to the 
convention, the subject of deepening the 
channel and the subject of railroad bridges 
across the river. 

WIDE AND DEEP CHANNELS. 

There are two lines in which the advocates 
of deepening the channel are working. Those 
interested in the smaller towns wish to secure 
a wide passage, a depth of not more than six 
feet being regarded as sufficient. Where 
light-draft boats have to cross the river fre- 
quently, picking up freight at numerous 
landings, a broad channel rather than great 
depth is required. With the barge interest 
breadth is by no means so important as 
depth. A comparatively narrow passage 
with a depth of eight feet on the 
bars is of far more value than one 
much broader with a depth of but six 
feet. With the former the barges can go out 
with full loads at any season of the year. 
With the latter they are frequently com- 
pelied te take but two-thirds of a load. Asis 
readily comprehensibie, the owners of small 
steamboats are prepared to throw all their 
inflvence in favorof the broad channel, as 
by so doing they will curtail the deadly barge 
competition. The developments of the pres- 
ent season have proved the necessity ofa 
deep channel to St. Louis. At the present 
time shippers are unable to obtain transpor- 
tation for their grain, owing to the fact 
that the barges cannot go out with full loads. 
The New leans and Vicessburg men are 
willing to join hands with St. Louls man et- 
fort to obtain deep water, even at the sacri- 
fice of breadth of channel. 

THE BRIDGE QUESTION. 

Of even greater importance is it to prevent 
the navigation of the river being impeded by 
low railroad bridges. For several years the 
fight has been going on between the railroads 
and the river interest, and so far success has 
inclined to the former. In the case of the brid 
at Memphis,the Bureau of Engineers strongly 
sustained the Waterways Commission in its 
protest against bullding a bridge with so 
small a distance between piers and so low a 
s but the railroad interest proved sum 
cientiy strong to carry the case in Con 
One or two additional bridges are projected 
which will prove an even greater impediment 
to navigation, and one of the most im 
portant subjects to be considered will be the 
steps necessary to prevent the navigability of 
the river from being 1 — ete as tof the 
Ohio and Upper Miss ppl has deen 
by a series of low bridges with short dis- 
tances between piers. e river men believe 
that the railroads desire to build bridges as 
much toimpede navigation as to facilitate 
their own traffic and are prepared tofight 
every new scheme for a low bridge.
